County Surveyor S. M. Moore has 


been looking up matters relating to 
the nuisances of muddy roads in win- 
ter and dusty roads in summer. 
He 


makes some suggestions which may 
be of benefit to the cause of good 
roads. Mr.Moore says in an interview:

of the subject, which is, that of laying 
dust and controlling mud on roads by 
use of,oil instead of water for sprink- 
ling purposes and for covering the 
roadbed. The idea originated in Los 
Angeles county, California, with F. 
W. Mattern, who after experimenting 
for ten years on the roads of ~that 
county obtained letters patent. L. 
B. DeCamp became interested in- the 
patent and made more demonstra- 
tions of the application of 
oil to 


road surfacing and a ^machine for the 
distribution of the oil is in successful' 
use." 
; 


"To obtain the best results a good 


foundation is necessary although the 
dust can be laid on any road but at a 
greater outlay. 
The city trustees of 


South Pasadena are so well .pleased 
with the result of allaying dust with 
oil that the use of water for that pur- 
pose is abandoned. The oil and dust 
form a water proof elastic covering 
which prevents water from penetrat- 
ing below the service and also pre- 
vents washing during heavy rains. 
This elastic covering protects the 
wearing down of the road by the 
wheels and overcomes the noise. The 
amount of oil required varies firom 50 
to 60 barrels per mile for first treat- 
ment, and 
subsequent 
treatment 


about 20 barrels per mile. 


if A road with .ordinary travel re 


quires three applications, the first as 
soon as the road is dry, the second a 
month later and the third when it be- 
comes necessary to allay the dust'and 
increase the elasticity of the roadway. 
Mr. DeCamp says a roadway propealy 
made and treated to oil becomes al- 
most as hard as an asphalt pavement. 
A roadway is impervious to water and 
will never freeze, hence no thaws or 
mud. 
If kept under the influence of 


oil a roadway is practicably indestruc- 
tible. 


"The cheapness of crude oil would 


justify a trial upon some street or 
short pieee of roadway. How would it 
do to finish Sixth street between Wal- 
nut and Orange and try the oil exper- 
iment in town? And then have our 
county commissioners try a short 
piece of county road, say between Co- 
shocton and Canal Lewisville?"

Madrid, Feb. 14.—There were very 


serious disorders in Santander. Thou- 
sands of rioters attacked several con 
vents, the bishop's palace and the 
Jesuits' establishments, and forced an 
entry into the Carmelite convent, 
where they looted everything and set 
fire to the building. The gendarmes 
arrived in time to extinguish the 
flames before, much damage was done. 
A number of persons were injured on 
both sides. 


In this city every approach to the 


Puerta del Sol (public square) was 
jammed 
with the 
idle populace. 


Insulting remarks were hurled at the 
police and the civil guards. A trum- 
peter sounded a charge, which was 
made with swords drawn. Heads were 
not spared, many persons were in- 
jured and numerous arrests made. 
The scattering 
crowds sought the 


shops and hotels. All the front doors 
of the Hotel de Paris were smashed in 
and a great crowd assembled there. 
The police and- guards charged into 
the streets leading to the Puerta Del 
Sol, but the dispersed throngs quickly 
reassembled. 


In the Rue Mentera some serious 


stone-throwing occurred. Flower pots 
and other missiles were thrown from' 
the balconies at policemen, several :jf 
whom were injured. One boy Is said 
to have been killed. The police were 
obliged to call mounted gendarmes, 
who charged and dispersed the rioters. 


Later fresh riots took place at sev 


eral points. The gendarmes charged 
with drawn swords and a numbe* 
were wounded. These were carried 
into the pharmacies and cafes. The 
demonstrators replied to the charges 
of the gendarmes with showers of 
stones. 


The authorities have warned the 


newspapers that they must abstain 
from criticisms of acts of the royal 
family or the publication of news or 
comments calculated to fan the pres- 
ent agitation.

at Barcelona and Garanda, where the 
gendarmes have been reinforced.

Peking, Feb. 14.—At least three of 


the Chinese to whom Emperor Kwang 
Su sent a choice of suicide in pursu- 
ance of the demand of the powers for 
their punishment with death have de- 
clined to comply, and the emperor has 
withdrawn his request that they 
should destroy themselves. 
His ma- 


jesty now telegraphs Prince Ching 
that when he agreed to the terms of 
the joint note, the latter only required 
that the punishment should fit the 
crime, and be argues that if the worst 
of the guilty deserve death, the others 
should be banished. The foreign en- 
voys, on, the contrary, say that even 
those who are least guilty deserve 
death, and as there is no worse pun- 
ishment, all must suffer that penalty, 
although u China should ask to make 
distinctions regarding crimes, she can 
sentence the worst either to quarter- 
ing or to some other forms of Chinese 
execution.
